The Knoxville Press and Herald of yes 
terday brinzs the intelligence that Hon. W iftiam 
Heiskell, of that city, is d ay ying.

1ectors were present except Gen. Banxs, 
who is in Europe in the interests of the 
company. Before they left they were 
waited on by a committee of citizens and 
a perfect understanding was arrived at, 
which seems to have secured the cordial 
co-operation of the leading and inſſuential 
eitizens of Mason, and it was that 
a written proposition should be placed 
before the Mason County Court this 
week asking it to submit to the 
people. of the county the question 
of sub: cribing $00,000 to the road.

Breakers Ahead. 

Governor LES R has put his best foot 
foremost, and his administration opened 
with many signs of promise. His inaug- 
ural address, in the first place, disappoint- 
ed the extremists, who looked for a lively 
display of pyrotechnics and a great roar of 
theatiical sheet-iron. The Governor took 
counsel of his own mistake, and did not 
repeat the needless biavado with which he 
begen the canvass last summer, He spoke 
briefly, and with proper disposition, saying 
what is true of disorders and violence, that, 
while outlawry in Kentucky has been 
greatly magnified, it exists in sufficient 
measure to justify the most vigorous action 
on the part of the executive and le@isla- 
ive departments of the State government. 
This, as far as he is concerned, he guaran- 
tees, and, until he fails to keep his word, 
he ought to be credited by all pa des 
with sincelity. Again, his appointments 
are, in the main, judicious selections. All 
he has to do now is to kcep his counsel, 
peddle his own Canoe, and go slow.” 

Above all, however, he should beware 
of the influence of the ecumenical coun- 
cil. .om its very sovrce and nature, this 
influence must be unwholesome. le 
ought never to forget that he is the Gov- 
ernor of tle whole State, not the Governor 
merely of the State capital. 

The clique of politicians—excellent men 
though they be within themselves—who 
gather at Fk fol, like a lot of big stones 
about a fountin, growing slick and mossy 
in the moisture and the verdure and the 
sua, have a fital tendency toward au- 
ioctacy. Goveraor LESLIE is not an aris- 
tocrmt; but Frankfort is nothing if not 
alistecratic. It may be said that— 

“There s qua'ity \n @l its aspect,“ 

and that every impulseof its being takes 
the fam of a share of stock in a close 
corporation. A most cedu¥ive place! At 
Frankfot you will get thebest sher.y in 
Kentucky; at Frankfort you will 
find the fattegt turkeys in Kentucky; 
at Frankfort you will see the pretiest wo- 
men in Kentucky. When a Duisville 
man goes to Frankfort he feels tke one 
who js about to take a promenade n the 
garden of Eden, and, when a man from the 
country goes there, it is heaven itself. 

This was what was the maiter with the 
last Jegislature. It is not that Frankfort 
has che external appearance of paradise. 
It4a dingy, old fachioued place; but, on 
tus very account, it is most dangerous. 
i surprises the @nwary. It takes in the 
ansuspecting. Like Rome, which it re- 


lettsburg, and thence to New York, or by 
the Chesapeake and Ohio to Norfolk, thus 
opening up the entire Eastern seaboard, 
and by branches and conneciions reaching 
to eveiy important Eestern city.

But Lousville 
lies in a better position to receive thsben-, 
efit than Cincinnati—in fact, she oscupies 
& position where she can commaasad it if 
she choose to do so. A short line of rail- 
way from Frankfort or thereabouts 
through Scott county to Paris will do 
the work as completely as if we were 
to build an independent railroad from here 
to Maysville. It would connect us at Paris 
with the Maysville road, at Maysville 
with the Kentucky and Great Eastern road; 
and at Catlettsburg the latter and the Ches- 
apeake and Ohio, two great trvnk lines 
whose branches penetrate every part of 
the East and tap the commerce of the 
world at the great marts on the <caside, 
where the pulse of trade beats highest, 
would contribute directly, without passing 
through the toll-gate of a rival city, to ovr 
business, our growth, our wealth aud our 
general prosperity. 

It would also let us into direct communi- 
cation with the lumber and mineral re- 
gions of Eastern Kentucky and Western 
Virginia, opening up the vast natural 
wealth of a comparatively undeveloped 
section, and bringing it within easy reach 
of us—the lumber and iron for our manu- 
facturers and builders, and the coal for al, 
from the foundry which consumes it in a 
hundred blazing furnaces to the humble 
grate in the garret which is gladdened with 
a few bushels during the biting os of 
winter. The coal and iron fe'd of the 
éastern end of the State would thus be 
brought into our suburbs as it were, and 
made to contribute to the industry upon 
which all cities feed and fatten. Wherever 
a new field is opened it is the true pol'cy 
of a city to stretch out the hand of enter- 
prise and reap the harvest, it offers; not 
to sit idly by and expect others to gather 
the grain and come and empty it into her 
lap. The construction of the Kentucky 
and Great Eastern road into the mineral 
section will afford us an opportunity which 
it would be sheer folly to neglect. 
Incidental to this subject we may men- 
tion that when, by the Frankfort and Paris 
railroad, we reach the latier place, we 
shall bein a position, if the Lexington 
and Big Sandy road is ever built —as we 
believe it is certain to be some day—to 
stretch our line a little from Paris to 
Owingsville, and tap the Big Sandy road 


at that point, thus sending two industrious 


arms to delve in the mountains for their 


hidden wealth, and to mow their magnifi- 


cent forests, and securing competing lines 
that would cheapen our facilities for trans- 


. porting the fruitage of industry and capital 


planted in that rich field of enterprise. 

But there is another advantage, and a 
most important one, for which the con- 
struction of the Kentucky. and Great East- 
ein road will afford us an opportunity. 
„We intend it,” says Mr. Hopper, one of 
the directors, not only as an arterial road 
to New York, but a trunk line for the 
great Northwest and Southwest, with one 
arm extending to Memphis, and there 
connecting with General FREMONT's 
trens-continental line; another out 
throvgh Walnut Hills, Cincinnati, to

When 
his rent is deducted what a small sam is left for 
the support of his family, and what a 
fearful crime to spend anything in a 
poison that leads to unhappiness, and 
robs a family of the necessaries of life! 
The speaker continued in this practical strain, 
and produced a nue wopression upon his au- 
0.

BEGGING AS A PROFESSION. 


Its Various Intricacies, and the Vari- 
ous People Who Practice It—Some 
Live Instances. 

Day after day, and week after week, beggars 
pcerambulate the streets of Louisville, frequent- 
ing the hotels and places of public interest, ply- 
ing their vocation and victimizing the floating 
population. This city is said to have more beg- 
gars, who represent themselves suffering from 
more different causes, than any other city of its 
population on the continent, and they are the 
subject of general comment from strangers. 
There is en instance of an old man and woman 
who follow begging in this city, that are known 
to have enough property to be comfortable, but 
they have perfected the business so thoroughly 
that life would be dull should they cease its 
practice. Parties who know these people assert 
that they eat arsenic to make their faces pale, 
and by a moderate share of starvation keep 
their fiesh at a low ebb; then by allowing their 
bair to grow very long, and hang in rustic locks 
over their forehead; then by the use of fearful- 
looking clothing, so disguise themselves that 
even a Colonel of a Kuklux regiment would not 
know but they were real objects of charity. 

There is another set, composed of two Italian 
Children, whose parents keep a saloon and con- 
fectionery on Third street, near Water, who im- 
pose upon tbe public by begging. These chil 
drenare started out barefooted, with ragged 
and dirty clothing, then upon going to a stranger 
sing out in pitiable tones, Mr., give me a nickle 
to buy my sick mother a loaf of bread?’ Should 
the stranger decline the request, the ragged Lt- 
tie vagabond skips.off with a sarcastic sneer. 

There are several imposters doing the city on 
the begging dodge that are so unfortunate as to 
be cripples for life. Some have but one leg—some 
no legs at all—some have one arm and it so 
badly crippled as to be of mo benefit, while 
others bave no arms at all. In most of these 
cases the parties go about until they make a 
raise, then squander it in whisky. Then there is 
the gentee] beggar, who goes about from house 
to house with a basket, asking only an old dress 
“to keep my back warm,” or an old coat for my 
husband, who bas just died in the City Hospital 
and has no clothes to be buried in. These Indi- 
viduals, if refused by the matrons, generally sup 
ply their wardrobes by stealing every thing they 
pass, if not carefully escorted to the door. 

Again could be presented the dead-beat beg- 
gar in the shape of a young, healthy, robust man, 
who has a scientific way of going to a friend for 
a quarter to get medicine with, when he really 
buys beer or ventures it ona farocard. These 
ingenious individuals have a nice way of making 
the acquantance of strange young men who visit 
the city, and, after a jovial chat in front of a 
hotel, prepare to show their new friend through 
the city. The invitation is accepted, and while 
they are supposed to be viewing the mammoth 
elephant, the sharper goes down on his newly 
fledged for a nickle or two, as he has left his 
pocket-book at home (on the piano, of course,) 
and it is bis desire to treat. The next treat is 
the stranger's, and so on, until the couple become 
boozy—the beggar not so much 60, as he slyly 
tosses the drink over his shoulder, and then’ 
they begin wending their way to the 
hotel. While on the route, the beggar borrows. 
enough money to pay for all the trouble he has 
had, then kicking up his heels, announces his 
success by making a bargain to meet the stran- 
ger in the morning; then pointing out the hotel 
to his inebriated victim, lights out and nothing 
more is seen or heard of him. This class of per 
sons is quite numerous, and is a great public 
nuisance that should be abated in some way. 


A Nude Fugitive. 

Henry Kessick, an Irishman, who has just 
been liberated from the work-house, was arrest- 
ed yesterday, at his residence, on Drock street, 
between Jeterson and Market, by Officer Ed. 
Hardin, and placed in the First-street station, 
for cruel treatment of his son, a boy aged about 
eight. Kessick first stripped the boy and then 
administered a barbarous whipping, after which 
be threw the child, still naked, out of the win- 
dow to the pavement below, a distance 
of several feet. The boy ran to the 
neighboring station-house in this condition, 
where, after the recital of his story, he was ro- 
tained until the arrest of his brutal father. The 
spectacle of the naked child running down the 
street in broad daylight, with hundreds of peo- 
ple on the thoroughfare, created great excite- 
ment, and a large crowd followed him to the sta- 
tion to learn the cause. The paternal Kessick 
will probably have another term at the rock pile 
for his share in the proceeding. 


Caught at Last,

afternoon, a negro named Lewis Johnson, 
charged with being a party in the assault. upon 
Andrew Bambrick, the particulars of which 
wero published several days ago.
